wagered $500 that a yacht ofhis would

iies in the new world, Mexico has clus- 
ttered withinit more of legend, history, 
ttradition and quaint customs and peo- 
pple than 
any 
other. 
Almost every 


sstreet has its story, and these 
stories 


ccover all the gamut of the picturesque, 
tthe horrible, the sentimental 
and tie 


ppathetic. 


\u25a0 In its early history #je City of Mex- 


iico was divided into wards, or quar- 
tters, each one of which was the special 
hhome 
of some 
trade 
or 
profession. 


TThere was the street or quarter of the 
sshoemakers, 
the streets 
of the silver- 


ssmiths, 
of the bakers, 
of the saddle 


mmakers, of the butchers, of the watch- 


mmakers, of the silk merchants, 
of the 


wwine sellers 
and 
so on. 
There 
was 


eeven the street of the coffin makers. 
MMany of these 
old names 
still exist, 


tthough 
the caste-like 
character 
of the 


sstreets has somewhat changed. 
One of 


tthe most fashionable 
streets of the city 
IIs Plateros, 
the street 
of the silver- 


ssmiths. 
Even today 
there 
are more 


jjewelry shops on this street than any 
oother kind of business, 
and here still 


aare to be found the most fashionable 


JJewelry and art curio stores of the city. 
TThe street of the coffin makers still 
eexists and is now very appropriately 
kknown as the Street of Death. Itis a 
nnarrow lane, running 
the length of 


oonly one block. 
CCinco de Mayo (sth of May) street 
wwas named in commemoration 
of the 


ddecisive advantage 
gained by Mexican 


ttroops 
over—tlu»- French, 
which took 


pplace upon that date. 
This naming of 


sstreets, 
parks and public places after 


ddates is common in Spanish countries. - 
OOne end of Clnco de Mayo street en- 
tters the Zocalo, the principal square of 
tthe city. The 
Zocalo has seen 
many 


hhistoric 
happenings. 
There 
in olden 


ttimes was the great temple of the Az- 
ttecs, which was, with its accompanying 
bbase 
or pyramid, larger than St Pe- 


tter's at Rome, the largest church build- 
i 
ing in the world. 
There, too, was the 


ppalace of Montezuma, in fact, two pal- 
aaces, both noted, one the old, in which 
wwere quartered Cortez and his officers,' 
aa building whose vast size excited the 
aadmiration of even the Spaniards 
them- 


sselves,- used as they were to the vast 
sstructures 
of-the Moors of their day, 


wwhich stillexisted InSpain in all their 
splendor. 


On the Zocalo, too, is the Cathedral 
oof Mexico, the 


too, is* the Cathedral 


Mexico, the third largest 
church 


bbuilding in the world, which occupied 
100 years in building. On this public 
ssquare 
the common people believed for 


aa long time that the ghost of the unfor- 
ttunate 
Aztec 
emperor, 
Montezuma,' 


wwandered at night lamenting the loss of 
eempire and the destruction of his peo- 
pple. Even today the humbler folk be- 
llieve that a tunnel connects the cathe- 
ddral with the castle of Chapultepec, 
the 
ppresidential residence, 
three and a half 


mmiles away, at the end of the Paseo de 
l 
la Refornia, one of the finest and no- 
bblest public drives in the world. 
OOne of the historic streets of Mexico 
I 
Is Marlscala. This faces the north side 
oof the Alameda, the largest 
and most 
ffashionable park of the city. It was 
aalong this street that the army of Co 
ttez, 
the 
great 
conqueror 
of Mexico, 
ppassed on the "dismal night" when he 
wwas driven from the city by the Aztecs. 
OOn this street, too, occurred 
some of 
tthe most desperate 
fighting on that ter- 
rrible night. There the Spaniards 
were 


aable to do nothing against the tiger-like 
fferocity and fanaticism of the Aztecs. 
OOn the opposite side of the Alameda 
i 
is Avenlda 
Juarez, 
named 
after the 
ggreat Mexican reformer, who had freed 
tthe country from the grinding rule of 
tthe church. 
This is a wide, well paved 
sstreet and on account of its width and 
i 
its central location is the scene of all 
tthe public processions, 
especially 
those 


oof a civic character. 
This street is a 
ccontinuation of the great public drive, 
tthe I'aseo de la Refornia. 
MMany of the streets have very curious 
nnames. 
For instance, 
there 
are the 


SStreet of the Lost Child, the Street of 
PPeace, 
the Street of the Arts, that of 
tthe Wood Owls, the Deer, Sorrow, the 
SSad Indian, the Holy Ghost, of Christ, 
oof Jesus, of the Sanctified Virgin,of the 
PPurified Virgin, of Death and the Lane 
oof the Rat. 
All of these 
have stories 
cconnected 
with them. 
Many 
of the 
sstreets have names that sound impious 
tto northern ears. Rut there Is no more 
tthought 
of impiety in naming 
them 
tthan there Is incalling a boy Jesus. The 
SStreet of the Holy Ghost was original- 


lly the Street of the Church of the Holy 


GGhost. 
So on with the other streets 


bbearing sacred names. 
This curious, in- 
ccongruous use of sacred names is to be 
ffrequently noted inMexico. 
TTho streets 
of Mexico commemorate 
tthe names of many famous rulers. They 
aalso record 
the names 
of desperate 
ccharacters. 
There is the Street of Don 
JJuan Manuel, who committed murder 
i 
in defense of his own honor, which he 
bbelieved his wife had trifled with. Re 
pport says that the house where he lived 
wwas haunted and for very many years 
I 
It remained 
empty 
because 
no ont 


dared to live in it. 
TThere is also the Street of the Raven 
wwhere itis said there lived an old mar 
wwho had sold his soul to the devil. Her* 
hhe lived with a raven which the com 
mmpn people believed was the devil it 
ddisguise. 
One day tho old man and tlu 
bb^ra disappeared in the course of a ter- 
rrible 
thunderstorm, 
leaving 
behind 
tthem on.lv a few feathers and a sus- 
pp^cio^s smgll pfbrimstone. So the street 
wwaj cajjed after the raven because 
the 
ppeople djd not wish to take the name ol 
tthe devilinvain.—Modern Mexico.

J.H.Barber, whohas beep incharge 


of the station for the past two years, 
has 
been assigned 
as assistant 
to the 


sub-station at Pomona. 
He expects to 


leave in a few days. 
He "is now en- 


gaged in selling the personal 
effects 
belonging to the state, 
such as stock, 


implements, etc. 
What will be done 
with the station itself we do not know. 
Itisin excellent shape at present, and 
a family ought to be able to make a 
livingoffit. Whether it willbe sold, 
and the proceeds paid prorata to those 
who contributed toward its purchase 
for the government 
we do not know. 


The regents of the University of Cal- 


ifornia at a meeting held this week, 
adopted a resolution to reconvey 
the 


lands embraced in the agricultural ex- 
periment station six miles east of Jack- 
son to the original donors. 
The cause 


of this action is stated 'to be that the 
station bas fulfilled its mission. 
The 
experiments conducted witha view of 
demonstrating what the soilofthis sec- 
tionisbest adapted forhave been car- 
ried out. 
One of the professors of the 
University is quoted as saying, 
among 


other things, that the people of this 
locality were not partial to the station. 
Ifby this is meant 
that the residents 
did not fullyappreciate the work of the 
station, wehave no hesitation in say- 
ing that the charge is not true. 
That 
the experiments were not followed by 
the planting of orchards along tbe lines

for a livelihood. 
The 


business of a local paper is to place 
the home

light before the 
world as possible; 


to speak of the good qualities of its 
citizens, and throw 
the mantle 
of 


silence upon their failings. 
If the 


above statement 
were true, it is 


grossly out of place, and insulting.

taxed to such an extent for road 
work. If the vast 
sums collected 


for this purpose year after year, go 
for work 
done 
outside 
the 
town 


limits, are the taxpayers to be held 
responsible 
for this one-sided 
and 


unjust apportionment. 
The Ledger 


has for years been pointing out the 
injustice of spending nearly the sum 
total of the road fund upon the out- 
side thoroughfares, and leaving the 
town streets to go to ruin; nay fur- 
ther, to allow them to be ruined by 
a system of permitting every citizen 
to do a little patchwork of road mak- 
ing to suit himself.

should be permitted to spend money 
on the road according to his own 
notion. 
Itis a nine toone shot that 
by so doing he will injure rather 
than improve the road. 


If those individuals 
who do all 


they possibly can to advertise 
Jack- 


son as a non-progressive, not up-to- 
date town, would each ask himself the 
question, 
"What have Idone to im- 


prove the town; where are the mon- 
uments of enterprise thatI 
have con- 


tributed in the direction of improve- 
ment," it would certainly be more in 
keeping with the fitness of things. It 
is well known that those who do all 
the work with the jawbone, 
have 


done literallynothing withanything 
else. 
Their liberality and pride in 


town affairs are all exhausted 
with 


hot air. Like the sign posts we see 
at cross-roads, 
they point out the 


way to others, but decline 
to walk 


therein themselves. 
Of course 
the 


citizens who have helped 
to make 


Jackson whatitis today, by the in- 
vestment of their means 
here, 
feel 


sufficiently honored inhaving these 
blind guide 
posts 
in their midst. 
They realize that if those 
who have 


nothing, could only change 
places 


with those who have managed to ac- 
cummulate 
a little, what a busy, 
hustling place Jackson 
would be— 


for a week perhaps, and then what? 
Itseems strange that these 
citizens 


par excellance, wholong for different 
surroundings and a better class 
of 
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people, do not emigrate 
to a more 


congenial clime. 
We have heard 
of 


a city where the streets are all gold- 
plated, and 
nothing 
short of 
a 


mansion passes as a residence 
with

Tabeau reservoir 
was stocked 
with 


150 black bass last Friday night. Some 
time ago the Standard 
Electric Com- 


pany was asked for permission to place 
suitable fishin this lake for propaga- 
tion. 
Owing to the fact that at that 


time the company was moving its of- 
fices and making other changes, 
the 


request was not granted." 
As soon as 


the company had settled, down under 
the new management 
there' was >'no 


trouble in getting the required per- 
mission. 
So last Friday 150 fair sized 
fish, of the black bass variety, were se- 
cured from White Rock reservoir, 
a 
few miles above Folsom, by State .Fieh 
Commission English, whoaccompanied 
the same to lone. 
They 
were carried 
in three cans, and at lone local com- 
missioner C.B. Arditto was on hand 
witha conveyance, 
and brought Mr. 
English and his piscatorial charge 
to 
Jackson. 
Here the three cana were re- 


duced to two, and after partaking of 
supper, 
they started the same night 
for their destination; 
arrivingat the 


reservoir about eleven o'clock, where 
they were met by Mr. Ellis, of the 
Standard Company. 
The contents 
of 


the cans 
were flumped into the lake. 


Most of the fish struck out at a lively 
clip as soon as they struck | their new 
quarters. 
A few were bewildered

free of 


charge except the postage. 
The sacks 


weigh one pound each. 
The mush- 


rooms are of course 
dried, and pre- 


pared specially 
for shipment.

are 
now, 
or 
were 
early in 
the 


week, a score or more of these sacks 
in the Jackson 
postoffice. 
Instruc- 


tions have 
recently 
been forwarded 


from Washington 
that these parcels 


are not to be delivered hereafter 
until 


the custom duties are paid in addition 
to the postal charges.' 
The duty we 


are informed, on one of these packages, 
with the penalty incurred, amounts 
to 


$2.80. 
The original cost of the pack- 


age is about $1.25— 
So that the duty 


demanded 
is considerably 
more than 


double 
the first cost 
of the "article. 


Tho reason the custom authorities have 
not taken action before is stated 
to be 


that it was not known that the custom 
regulations were being evaded in this 
manner. 
Allthe parcels of this char- 


acter hereafter received at the Jackson- 
postoffice will be forwarded to the cus- 
tom authorities in San Francisco, for 
the tariff duties and penalties to be as- 
sussed upon them, before they can be 
delivered to the parties to whom they 
are addressed.

drawings 
The main advantages of this work are, first Its 
attractiveness, 
thereby holding interest; 
sec- 
ond, it is a hetter means 
of expressing 
the 
child's thoughts than words; and third, it aids 
in language work. The higher grades illustrate 
compositions 
with hcnelit. 
After this, Miss 
Smith touched upon map drawing and drawing 
from nature, leaves, fruits, Sowars, 
etc., using 
colored crayons.

Music committee 
favored the Institute with

After arecess, Vice-Presi- 
dent Fred A.Ball called institute to order 
Mr. Williams 
had made

Culture of thought power Ihe most 
important duty of the grammar 
school,

reading the subject through which this should 
be developed. 
There should be a proficiency 
inorthography, history, and inthe government 
ofour country; if anything must be slighted 
let it be mathematics. 
Bible history should 
stay a part inour school cirriculum, us itis an 
important aid inhigh school work. 
Miss Clara P. Anderson took up the subject 
omitted inthe morningsession, 
"Humane edu- 
cation, its place, its purpose, 
manner of pre- 
senting, results." 
Its place is in tho school- 
room, the purpose to teach bravery, kindness, 
and unselfishness. 
Manner of presenting is to 
teach indirectly as far as possible by reading 
and telling stories whichgive their ownmorals, 
placing confidence in children, and discourag- 
ing wanton destruction 
of the "property" of 
birds and animals. 
Results are a differerco in 
the attitude ofchildren toward each other, and 
toward every livingcreature. 
Miss Janet T.Lithgow then read a much ap- 
preciated paperon "MethodsI 
apply to secure 
naturalness 
in reading—results." 
Children 
have more need ofmodels than of critics. Miss 
Lithgow aroused a veryinteresting 
discussion 
upon the subject, and good points were gained 
from remarks 
made 
by Miss Schallenbsrger 
Inpart she said that children should bo taught 
to talk wellfirst and then to read, giving sev- 
eral good methods. 
Miss Schallenberger

This training gives independence 
and assur- 
ance, and 
with this teachers 
can better meet a 
great many trials. 
Thos. D.Davis spoke veryinterestingly upon, 
"Does the grammar 
school course provide the 
means 
of acquiring a practical education !" 
A practical education is a useful one. and may 
be classed as professional and general. He laid 
great stress upon the necessity ofthoroughness 
along fewer lings rather than half-preparing 
along many lines. 
We need practical educa- 
tion rather than specializing, and the grammar 
school course affords good foundation. 
"How Iconduct 
three recitations at once. 
How Iorganize my classes. 
Keeping grades 
distinct. 
The Atkinson of workinginterest," 
was taken up by J. S. Clark. Plans were given 
by which classes 
can be. combined withprofit. 
Inorganizing classes the best plan is to get ac- 
quainted withpupils, and patiently work up if 
pupils are rusty, and never put them 
back 
Grade forsystem, uniform attention and encou- 
ragement. 
He fully explained 
the Atkinson 
method, showing advantages over other meth- 
ods. 
One of MrClark's pupils illustrated 
the 
method. 
Before closing Mr Clark invitedthe 
teachers to placo their names upon the Volcano 
school register, and also extended an invitation 
tovisit the Volcano schoolhouse. 


"Benefits a teacher 
is supposed 
to'derive 
from Institute. 
Benefits she does derive," was 
taken up by Miss Vannie L.McLaughlin. The 
province of the Institute is- the revival and 
freshening ofthe spiritof the work,explaining 
the laws of higher education, and encouraging 
along many lines. The Institute fulfillsits pro- 
vince to a great extent. Ateacher goes back to 
hjr school 
encouraged, 
strengthened 
and 
helped. 
Fred A.Ball discussed 
in an able manner, 
"Way in which Institutes might be improved; 
why." Time of Institutes should be devoted to 
lectures 
by competent 
educators 
whooutline 
the work tobe followed. 
Teachers 
may attend 
summer schools 
with great prolit,and Insti- 


tutes taken to seats 
of learning 
would be of 
more real value than ifheld at home.

also, and is best secured 
by high school 
and 
university courses. 
The purpose of the gram- 
mar school, tostrengthen Immature minds, and 
of the high school to broaden and specalize.

erin the normal school and universities'" gave 
some remarks concerning papers that had been 
read.

the body heat 


determined 
the present 
thermometer 


scale, even as the yard, foot and Inch 
measures 
originally came from meas- 


ures of parts of the human body, and 
as the width of a railroad carriage was 
determined 
by the 
track, 
which in 


turn was determined by"the widthbe- 
tween the cart 
wheels 
necessary 
to 


bear a load which could comfortably 
be drawn by a mule.—American In- 
ventor. 


It was with this scale that Fahren- 


heit worked for a long time, but final- 
ly, finding the temperature 
divisions 


still too large, he divided each degree 
Into four parts. 
Multiplying the num- 


bers just given by four the thermome- 
ter scale now in use results. 


When Fahrenheit took up thetsubject 
a few years later he used the Newton 
instrument, but, finding the scale not 
fine enough, divided each 
degree 
into 


two parts and so made the measure 
between the freezing and boiling points 
24 parts Instead of 12. Fahrenheit then 
discovered that he could obtain a low- 
er degree 
of cold than freezing, 
and, 


taking a mixture of Ice and salt for a 
starting point, he counted 24 points up 
to body heat By this measurement 
he 


obtained 8 for the freezing point and 
53 for the boiling point. His scale now 
read: Zero, freezing, 8; body heat, 24, 
and boiling water, 53. Itwill be no- 
ticed that this scale Is identically that 
of Newton's, only starting lower and 
having the numbers doubled. 


The thermometer was really invented 
by Sir Isaac Newton. He started his 
ncale with the heat of the human body 
and used as his Instrument a glass tube 
filled with linseed oil. The lowest iflg- 
ure on the scale was the freezing point 
and the highest 
point boiling water. 


The 
starting 
point of this scale, 
as 


mentioned, was the heat of the human 
body, 
which he called by the round 


number 12, as the duodecimal system 
was then Incommon use. 
He divided 


the space between 
the freezing point 
and the temperature of the body Into 
12 points and stated that the boiling 
point of water would be about 30, as 
the temperature 
must be nearly 
three 


times that of the human body.

marked 
32 
degrees 
and 
tbe boiling 


point 212 degrees 
on the Fahrenheit 


thermometer . scale? 
Most 
students 


know 
that 
its Inventor divided tbe 


space 
between 
these points into 180 
degrees Instead of the simpler 100 de- 
grees used la the Centigrade 
system, 


but few understand 
how this number 


came to be chosen.
